Low pressure injection systems are 
recommended with a single pump 
located in the normal position. These 
injection units are available through 
either Vic Hubbard, speed equip- 
ment dealer of Hayward, California, 
and distributor for Algon Injection 
systems, or Hilborne Fuel Injection 
Engineering of Santa Monica, Calif. 

The thirty pounds boost without a 
doubt contains the necessary poten- 
tial to develop the ultimate power 
from any engine and will be put to 


work through the Palamides kit by 
many of our leading drag racing con- 
tenders in the very near future. This 
will be interesting to observe not 
only from the promising speeds ob- 
tainable but also the manner in 
which the inherent weakness intro- 
duced by these added pressures are 
overcome. Detonation, head gasket 
failure, and structural weaknesses are 
but a few of these.

THE 'SO CHEVROLET 


illustrations by larry evans 



















RESTRICTED to an approximate budget of $1000, we've confined the 

major restyling to the rear of the 60 Chevy. An entirely new deck lid 
was formed to aid in continuing the platform line of the car around the rear 
end. The trunk lid is raised evenly to the height of the fender fins. To break- 
up this flat expanse, two airscoops are sunk in the deck, small trim teeth 
added to the openings as eye-catchers. Chromed metal (or paint if you 
wish) lead from the scoops to the forward ledge of the deck. A straight bar 
grille is recessed in hollowed area beneath trunk; taillights are 59 Pontiac. 
The rolled rear pan is protected by two hand-formed bumperettes with 
center mounted license plate. 

The side is dechromed and an airscoop with trim teeth cut into leading 
flare of rear fender. Rear wheel wells are decreased in size and re-contoured 
by addition of metal. 

A tubular bar grille sits betwixt four Lucas headlights in a molded and 
dechromed grille shell. The front pan is rolled and a groove is pressed to 
permit recessed placement of round tube bumper for protection of front 
end styling. 
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How often have you wished you could build a custom with an unlimited supply 
of money? We have and we did...on paper. The 60 Chevrolet went under the 
torch with cost no object. First came a 3% inch sectioning. Following this, the 
front end received a specially built grille of curved chromed steel bands. Separated 
quads are added on both ends of the grille. The hood is new, made of aluminum. 
Peaks lead from the two inner headlights back to the cowl. 58 Dodge bumpers pro- 
tect rolled pan. 

Rear fins are shortened and modified to accept 60 Chrysler lenses. Dodge bump- 
erettes are set into rear grille cavity, thin tube bars are installed above and be- 
low the bumpers. Three-to-a-side exhaust tips protrude from lower edge of grille 
shell. 

Excessive chrome is discarded, this being accomplished during the sectioning 
process. Perhaps most interesting feature is the door arrangement. Both doors are 
shortened vertically, but horizontal length remains at stock dimensions. In the roof, 
ala Mercedes Benz 300 SL, are door pieces that raise automatically when door is 
opened to permit easy and unhampered entry into radically lower Chevy. Bear in 
mind that this requires strengthening of the top and other panels that are stressed. 

The only addition of chrome is the ribbed ’60 Ford trim panel that is added 
to the rear fenders just behind the rear wheels. It’s almost a perfect match for 


the Chevy.

Rolling beauty 


wheels —still a glamour 
favorite with rods and customs 


One way to emphasize the reversed wheel look is to bring 
out the inner cap. Here a spacer, blade, spinner do the trick. 


One of the more exotic reversed wheels has a definite 3-D 
effect created by plastic dowels on a cone-shaped hubcap. 
Extra ‘deep dished’ effect is achieved by mounting stock 
’ center section to a wide based rim such as Lincoln, Buick. 


Plain cap with a door-knob-type piece of hardware mounted 
in the center draws attention to depth of reversed wheel. 


Reversed wheel features a hubcap that should be easily 
removed; it sports eight drawer handles and a door pull! 
Deep dished effect mentioned above is seen here by mating 
"56 Chevrolet center section to extra wide ‘56 Buick rim. 
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Highly buffed chrome on ex- 
treme deep dish wheel picks 
up weird reflections, adding 
to spectacle of the wheel it- 
self, Note knob on hubcap. 


Simple but effective is the 
wheel at right that has re- 
versed wheel painted, offset 
by unobtrusive ‘‘baldy” cap. 


Growing in popularity with 
roadster owners, wheels of 
reversed variety can do much 
to enhance early model styl- 
ing. Good example is below. 


Steps to reversing wheels are relatively 
easy; rivets are cut away, wheels then 
chromed, center replaced in rim in a re- 
versed position, carefully aligned, ihen 
center is re-riveted to rim. Old valve 
stem hole filled, new one drilled in rim. 
Late 14-in. welded wheels parallel same 
reversing method except éxtra care is 
necessary when welding center and rim 
so as not to burn or damage plating. 
All chrome work is done when wheel is 
disassembled and polishing can easily 
be accomplished. Inner tubes are highly 
recommended for all reversed wheels.

NDOUBTEDLY THE newest thing in wheel 
covers today are the striking cast aluminum 
hubcaps appearing on many of the West's finest cus- 
toms. These are truly a custom item as they are 
being hand cast in limited numbers at the present 
time. The hubcaps alone, with their buffed fins and 
centers, are enough to bring attention to any wheel. 
However, for those that prefer a little more orna- 
mentation, a few plastic discs capped off with a 
chrome spinner can be easily added to the hubcaps 
to highlight its beauty. The installation of the caps 
themselves is simply accomplished by welding studs 
to the wheels and securing the hubcaps with nuts. 
A good idea is to leave a little thread showing on the 
stud so the installation can be topped off with 
chrome acorn nuts. The hubcaps are available 
through a few dealers and are being manufactured 
by Bill Brown of Rialto, California. They're priced 

at $64.95 for a set of four.

TO RAZOR SHARP 
PERFORMANCE OF 
CHEVY ENGINES

ARLY REPORTS FROM test 

drivers of the first Chevrolet 335 
horsepower equipped passenger cars 
were loaded with comments on “out- 
standing performance”. Emphasis 
was of course, placed on the initial 
accelerative characteristics of these 
348 cubic inch bombshells. As these 
cars came into the hands of speed 
enthusiasts, the stock car record 
books began to show Chevrolet as a 
regular winner. 

As the number of these high per- 
formance stock production cars be- 
gan to mount, competition between 
these 335 horsepower Chevrolets 
caused each competitor to select 
proper gear ratios, and spend endless 
hours at their local speed tuner. The 
extensive use of chassis dynomo- 
meters brought out the additional 
horses necessary to shove a few of 
these engines out ahead of their com- 
petitors. One of the major improve- 
ments made dealt with determining 
a proper rate of ignition timing 
throughout the entire RPM range of 
the engine. Ignition timing is a term 
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applied to the exact time at which 
the secondary coil voltage is released 
into the spark plug, igniting the com- 
pressed fuel air mixture in each cy]- 
inder. During different load condi- 
tions and engine speeds this point of 
ignition must vary in order to attain 
maximum use of the explosion inside 
each cylinder. After the intake cycle 
of an engine, the piston compresses 
the fuel air ratio from bottom dead 
center (piston location) to top dead 
center. Approximately 38° before top 
dead center (depending on engine, 
combustion chamber design, fuel oc- 
tane, and load conditions) the secon- 
dary voltage of the ignition coil is 
released through the ignition wire 
into the spark plug where it jumps 
an arc between the electrode and 
ground terminal. This ignites the 
compressed fuel air mixture and 
causes it to begin burning slowly 
from the spark plug location toward 
the piston in an arc across the com- 
bustion chamber, compressing the 
unburned fuel mixture over the 
piston head until the unburned fuel 


reaches its own flash point (point of 
self ignition or explosion). This explo- 
sion takes place just after top dead 
center and drives the piston down on 
the power stroke. This cycle is called 
the flame propagation period. Firing 
the spark plug too early will cause 
the explosion to take place before the 
piston is at dead top center causing 
the engine to work against itself. 
Firing too late will cause the explo- 
sion to take place with the piston too 
far down the cylinder, reducing the 
pressure applied to the top of the 
piston. The advance mechanism of 
the 335 distributor is controlled by 
spring loaded centrifugal weights 
and one stop, shown in the photos 
adjoining this article. The weights or 
springs need not be reworked on this 
particular distributor only the stop 
must be changed, decreasing. the 
mechanical advance. The following 
photo caption story will describe all 
modifications in full. The application 
of this feature will assure % second 
reduction in elapsed time in the quar- 
ter mile and an additional 14 mph. 
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1. Disassembled advance mechanism shows extended shaft 2. '/«" copper tubing is filed and pressed into 5" steel 
which will hold modified sleeve. Groove holds spring clip. tubing, each .225" in length. A light hammer may be used. 
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3. Center of sleeve is drilled to the proper size with #11 4. Outside diameter of the modified stop shaft must be filed 
(.191) drill. This allows snug fit over advance stop shaft. uniformly to measure exactly .279” to give proper advance. 
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5. Use micrometers to check final measurements: .225” 6. Pointer indicates assembled stop 
height; .279” diameter; .191” center hole. Install sleeve. sleeve moves in slotted area of distributor advance plate.

Racing kart comparison specs 


for track-minded enthusiasts 
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_— A KART race course any- 
‘where and you immediately 
recognize two distinct breeds of karts 
in action. Both offer fun and excite- 
ment for the driver—but only one 
can be seriously labeled suitable for 
competition. 

At first glance a newcomer to the 
karting world might feel that a kart 
is a kart. Closer inspection will prove 
otherwise as one notices the differ- 
ence in frame construction, steering, 
brakes and overall ruggedness. As 
with most other forms of automotive 
sports offering racing activity it was 
only a short time after the introduc- 
tion of karting that special courses 
were constructed for the one purpose 
of providing karting enthusiasts a 
place to participate under safe, 
supervised conditions. Karts of all 
discriptions can be found practicing 
on these special road race type 
courses on non-racing dates but when 
race day is in progress the special- 
built competition karts have the floor. 

Initially karts were constructed of 
light tube frame rails powered by 
small single industrial engines, really 
ae 
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not much to them when compared 
to present models designed for high 
speed racing. When individuals and 
manufacturers alike commenced 
building karts capable of handling 
multiple engine horsepower, includ- 
ing powerful single engine motor- 
cycle powerplants — special race- 
bred karts were in the offering. 
Frames were built of larger and 
heavier wall tubing, gusseted for ad- 
ditional strength. Brakes had to be 
positive, more than just small metal 
pads scuffing against a tire. Steering 
design had to be rugged to withstand 
fast maneuvering of tight and twist- 
ing course turns. All of this compe- 
tition emphasis added up to a more 
quality built kart, a safer kart, but a 
model much more expensive than 
prototype forerunners. Today most 
manufacturers offer two models of 
karts. The inexpensive ‘fun’ kart, 
which perhaps might qualify for rac- 
ing in the small engine ‘A’ divisions, 
and the ruggedly built ‘racing’ karts 
designed for flat-out competition. It 
should be pointed out that the major- 
ity of the ‘fun’ kart models would 
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prove completely unsuitable for high 


speed racing. 

Many of the more experienced kart 
enthusiasts desire to participate in 
class ‘B’ or ‘C’ racing divisions. Here 
is where speeds are found to be con- 
siderably higher —requirements for 
car constructions much more rigid. 
Seeking to differentiate between the 
quality-built ‘racing’ kart and the 
‘fun’ kart models often becomes dif_i- 
cult for a tyro karting enthusiast be- 
cause many models are found to be 
typed as borderline models. Some of 
the qualifications to look for on a 
showroom model, if racing is your 
pleasure, is heavy duty frame con- 
struction, smooth and quick steering 
control, adequate and positive brak- 
ing action, live rear axle assemblies, 
and clutches. After considerable re- 
search of production line karts, Car 
Craft presents the following racing 
kart ‘buyers guide’ for your compari- 
son. The models selected are found 
to be suitable for competition, the 
informative breakdown of individual 
construction a guide to potential 
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ACER RACER — A very clean looking kart, manu- 
factured by the Acer Co., in Cockeysville, 

Md. 1” square tube chassis rides low, features 
front nerf bar for steering protection. Wheels arc 
5”, run ball bearings with exception of drive 
wheel which comes equipped with Timken rollers.

FOUR ABOUT A FORD 


Dear George: 

I am buying a 52 Ford Victoria 
and naturally I vlan to customize it. 
I have a few ideas on what I want 
to do to it, but I am not sure if they 
will work out right or if they will 
look good. That’s why I'm writing 
you. 

First, I plan to install Lincoln quad 
headlights with the mounting ver- 
tically and not canted as is usually 
done with this assembly. The only 
problem here is with the converting 
process from 12 volt lights to 6 volts. 
How do I do it? 

Secondly, the grille is going under 
the torch and I plan to install a ‘55 
Chevrolet grille frame, but I’m un- 
certain in regard to the actual grille 
assembly. The two possibilities I 
have are either a straight bar set-up 
or the 58 Buick center ‘checker- 
board’ trim. Which should I use? 

For taillights, I plan to rework the 
fenders to hold 56 Packard lenses 
with back-up lights. The problem 
here is should I use the stock ring 
around the lenses or should I french 
them? I think that the chrome ring 
will make them show-up better, 
don’t you? 

Finally, I want to lower the Vic by 
using reversed spindles. I’m not 
familiar with them and don’t know 
if they will work. What do you say?

There shouldn't be any trouble with your first 
question. You don't have to worry about con- 
verting the system. Simply go to your nearest 
avio supply house and buy a sel of four 6-volt 
seal beam units that will fit the Lincoln rings. 
Remove the 12-volt set-up and install the new 
lamps. Incidentally, | think you'll find the ver- 
tical installation of the quads much easier to 
accomplish than a canted mount. 

! think you hove the ideal combination with 
the Buick grille in the Chevy frame. The tubular 
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bar gritle will give a good custom appearance, 
but let’s face it, they're getting to be quite 
common. The Buick grille will show a little bit 
of originality and individuality, right? 

| don't think you could have made a better 
choice for taillights. The Packard lenses have 
and always will look great. If it were my car, 
| would french the lenses; the appearance is 
much more custom and indicates that the switch 
was more than just a ‘bolt-on’ job. 

You won't get very far by lowering your car 
with reversed spindles. The main reason why 
is that they won't work on your Ford. In simple 
terms, a reversed spindle is a spindle that is 
turned upside down. Your best bet is to look 
into the block-“‘A" frame spacer. Since you're 
in the LA area, Ansen Automotive at 63rd and 
Normandie in Los Angeles have quite a supply 
of automotive lowering devices. There's one 
there for you. 


PONTIAC PROBLEMS 


Dear George: 

Where can I buy a kit for installing 
dummy airscoops on the roof of my 
‘57 Pontiac? If there aren't any kits, 
what should I use? 

Is there much work involved in 
adapting a Corvette grille to my 
Catalina?

There are not any kits as such offered for 
roof scoops. However, there are three alterna- 
tives you can choose. The first is to buy a 
Pontiac Bonneville scoop trim and mount that 
on your Pontiac. This is probably your best bet. 
The second possibility is to mount a Chevy 
Impala scoop. Both of these can be purchased 
for less than $10 at their respective dealers in 
your locality. The final choice is mounting a 
pair of ‘51 Packard fender scoop trim pieces 
fo your roof. This is a simple operation and 
was covered in the July issue of our companion 
magazine — Custom Cars. The only difficulty you 
might encounter is finding these scoops. Wreck- 
ing yards are the best place. 

You can section or shorten the center bar 
and trim the vertical teeth to fit the space 
offered by the grille cavity. This will probably 
be a fight fit; however, it’s worth the trouble 
and time in trimming. 


WIDE TRACK RIMS

GASKETS FOR THE BIG BORE 


Dear Don: 

My problem concerns a 54 Ford 
V8 engine I bored from 3.500 to 
3.665-inch. Now the stock head gas- 
kets overhang the bore. I tried cut- 
ting them out with no success. 

What's the answer?

Dear Don: 


I wonder if you can settle a little 
argument I am having with a friend. 
Is the condensor in the distributor 
matched to the points or to the coil, 
and could you please give us the 
formula for figuring the capacity of 


the condensor.

The condensor in an automobile engine's ig- 
nition circuit is matched fo the circuit's coil. 
However, the matching is a compromise affair 
because the function of the coil that makes 
the condensor necessary changes with engine 
speed. 

The purpose of the condensor is to absorb 
and dissipate the high-voltage current created 
in a coil’s primary winding at the same time 
the high voltage current for the engine's spark 
plugs is created in the coil’s secondary windings. 
At low engine speeds greater condensor capacity 
is required than at high speeds because of the 
time element involved. At low speeds the coil 
has a greater period of time than it does at 
high speeds to become saturated with magnetic 
flux. it is this flux that creates the high-voltage 
current in the primary and secondary windings. 
Therefore, the voltage that tries to bridge the 
gap between the breaker contacts as they open

Refill 
the crankcase with a mixture of three quarts 
of SAE 10 W oil and two quarts of butyl cello- 
solve, Butyl cellosolve can be purchased from 
chemical supply houses. With this mixture in the 
crankcase, idle the engine for thirty minutes.
